Reference 1 discloses a configuration for detecting the depth of each 
groove from the polarity of an output from an operational amplifier to 
reverse the polarity of a tracking- error signal. 

Reference 2 discloses that an output of two separate detectors along 
the tangential direction is reversed where the depth of the pit changes. 

Both of the references disclose a similar configuration to that of the 
present application regarding two different depths of respective pits. 

The multi- value recording with different depths is disclosed in 
Reference 3. 

The phase-difference method with four photoreceptor elements 
arranged in the form of a grid is disclosed in Reference 4 and the 
configuration having elements arranged therein that are capable of and 
incapable of detecting the intensity distribution in parallel with the radial 
direction is disclosed in Reference 5. 

It is thus seen from the above that those having ordinary skill in 
the art would readily attain the invention recited in claims 1- 12 of the 
present application by combining the inventions disclosed respectively in 
the cited references.
